The annual report of the Boston & Maine railroad for tho fiscal year 


. ending June 30, 1911, piescnts the poorest showing for many yeiirs, in spite 
,of Ihe fact that the gross income for the yenr showed an increase over thnt 
of the preceding year of $1,457,000. 
Yet the aotunl surplus available for 


"dividends is only $355,988, or about one-seventh of the surplus of last 
je'ar. 
The Boston & Maine in this showing is not much worse off than 


many of the other railroads, most of which will either have to pass the 
dividends or increase the rates. 
The alleged onuso of this slump is tho 


" great increase in the cost of labor and material. 
The operations of tlio 


steel trust by which prices are kept unnecessarily high, have had something 
to do with the increase in the expenses of raihoadb. 
In'tho'case of the 


Boston & Maine the recent increase in the capital stock of $10,000,000 in 
common shares is partly responsible for tho decreased dividend.
